New York, November 6.—The eighteenth 
anniversary meeting of the Freedman’s Aic 
vociety ot the M. E. church was held tolay 
| Bishop Jobn M. Walden, of Chattanoogs, 
fenn., presiding. The report of the board o 
manegers of the society was read. Therepor 
thowed that the society since its organization, 
s00n after the emancipation of the negro, has 
bad two millions ot members. The indas- 
trial schools, Garrison’s schools of theology, 
Clark’s university at Atlanta, Ga,and the 
medical college at Nashville, all under con- 
trol of thesociety, cost $25,000 annually for 
maintepance. The schools now number 22, 
presided over by 112 teachers, and have an 
aversge daily attendance of 4,243 pupils. The 
receipts during the year ending July 3! last 
were $174,752 53 and the expenditures fell 
short of that sum only $286 86, which re- 
mained as a balance. 
f{Since the organization of the society it has 
eceived end expended $1,537,015. More than 
160,600 students bave been taught, and they 
in furn have taught a million youths. Over 
fifty physiciens have been graduated an¢ hun- 
dreds Oi ministers educated. The M E. con- 
acrence, in the afternoon, made the following 
@ppropriations for foreign missions: China, 
106,374; Germany and Switzerland, $24,600; 
Denmark, $10,756; Norway, $14,305; Sweden, 
$26,016. Tomorrow, the Bulgarian mission 
Will be considered.
